nianded a receipt for §40,000, which 
balanced a deficit of his own, he 
turning over to her §37,000 and after- 
ward he came to her office with a 
confederate, and forced her to pay 
him three thousand dollars, charging 
that it was her deficit. She now owes 
about two thousand dollars, and has 
probably arrived at the conclusion 
thnt under tho "present existing 
atute of affairs" woman's sphere ia 
far removed from the rotten depths 
to which politics have sunk. Surely, 
this is the worst of all the bad epochs 
of political corruption: and the end 
is not yet.
